The signs of 
weakening on the part of the strikers cul- 
minated on Friday, when in a mass-mecting 
their Executive committee was empowered 
to waive recognition of the union, reéstab- 
lish the agreement of March 10, and submit 
the reinstatement of former employés to 
arbitration. Samuel Gompers, President of 
the National Federation of Labor, was hres- 
ent. The @xecutive committee was also 
given full power to settle the strike without 
submitting the matter toa 


Union Sees Cause Failing. 

The proposal of settlement was engineered 
through the meeting of strikers by their 
leaders, who framed the articles as a last 
stand. They had discovered during the day 
that the ranks of the union were being de- 
pleted and that about 800 men had already re- 
turned to work. The proposition, therefore, 
Was a complete backdown. 

The company’s victory was made sweep- 
ing by the answer given to the union’s over- 
ture. President Whitaker conferred with 
Samuel Gompers, President of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor,and stated through 
Mm to the union that the Transit company 
would neither dismiss the non-union em- 
ployés nor submit the question of reinstate- 
ment of the strikers to arbitration. The 
Transit officials say that they have enough 
men now to run all cars and that as va- 
cancies occur those old employés who have 
taken no part in riots will be 
preference. 


Union Talks of Big 8 | 
Though the ranks are being depleted, the. 
Controlling committee of the employés’ or- 
ganization declares that the fight will be 
carried out to the end. 
To develop the local controversy into a 
gigantic national battle between capital and 
ety is now the alm of the union leaders. 
he American Federation of Labor will be 
asked to throw the full weight of its power 
Into the contest and declare a national boy- 
gott on the St. Louis Transit ny and 
all Arms and individuals patronizing it.

A picnic of a Hibernian club, at which

Politics an Important 
Wollties bred the strike and politics has 
carefully nursed it. The local street rail-. 
ways were all independent until ‘the last 
Legislature passed the bill which authorized 
their consolidation into one company with a 
capital of $00,000,000. From that day the 
Transit company has been called a trust and 
many are the charges concerning the amount 
of money required to pass the bill and get the 
Governor’s signature. 

Politics showed its hand also in the at- 
tempts to settle the strike. Ex-Governor 
Stone is attorney for the strikers, and it was 
openly charged that he delayed a settlement 
in order to impress his clients with the dim- 
culty of the task he was undertaking for 
them and thereby gain him labor votes in 
his political aspirations. There was'rriction 


between the Republican Mayor and the 


Democratic Police board, and between the 
Democratic Governor and the Republican 
Mayor, in which each attempted to blame 
the other for the state of affairs. Then all 
factions threw the responsibility on the 
Sheriff. The Governor was implored to send 
the militia, but he réfused, ian lack of 
money. 


Climax at “ Battle of the Bertacks.”* 
The bloodshed and rioting began with the 
strike and continued to the end. The great- 
est outbreak was last Sunday, when four 
men were killed and many woundéd. The 
„ Battie at the Barracks was the fiercest 
conflict of the weeks of bloodshed, and the 
picture of citizens shooting down citizens 
was an indication of the desperate condition 
of affairs in the stricken city. 

Two ‘thousand union men returned from a 
picnic in Bast St. Louis. They marched 
past the posse barracks, jeering the citizen 
guards. Some one threw a brick and the 


‘riot began. . Then the volleys poured into the 


union ranks and the ground covered 
with the dead and injured. ; 


Turn to Attack on Women. _ 

A sad phase of the strike has been the 
frenzy exhibited in attacking women. The 
weaker sex has n allowed no: license 
of action by the ri€ters; and if caught riding 
on cars women have suffered brutal punish- 
ment. Three girls on alighting from cars 
were pounced upon by mobs and beaten and 


completely denuded. At this extreme of 


violence the public recoiled in disgust and 


-alarm. Few women dared to venture upon 


the street, and a petition was sent to the 
Governor appealing for protection. 

Two women were driven insane by the 
mere sight of the furious mobs tearing the 
clothes from their victims. > 


City Has Bedraggled Air; 
The city presents a deplorable appearance. 
The police are tattered. and grimy, and un- 
kempt from their stant conflict with the 
mobs. The non-union employes on the ears 
are in a similar condition for the same rea- 
son. The cars themselves.are windowless, 
warped, and caked with mud. Starvation is 
closing in upon the ranks of the strikers, 
ahd to this the police trace the increase of 
footpads and burglars. Scarcely a. citizen 
ventures out after dark unarmed, and the 
hardware dealers report that large numbers 
of women are buying revolvers. ! 

In the down-town districts the shopkeepers 
stand in their doorways waiting for the 
women shoppers who, since the beginning of 
the reign of terror, come no more ~~ bar-. 


Wagon Lines Alone Profit. 


The only persons to profit by the strike 
are the owners of delivery and express 
wagons with any kind of beasts of bur 
to attach thefeto. Every conceivable ki 
of vehicle and every grade of horse is to 
be seen impressed into makeshift bus lines 
to carry business people to and from work. 
The fare charged is 10 cents, but the pas- 
sengers pay it gladly for a safe ride home. The 
wagons trail stepladders for means of ascent 
into the-vehicles, and it requires two men to 
assist the most agile girl in and out. Union 
wagon is the placard used to insure im- 
munity from the sticks and stones of the 
strikers. 

History of Labor Issues. 

The history of the purely labor feature 
| of the strike is much like similar sttikes in 
other cities. After a successful strike on the 
St. Louis and Suburban, an independent 
railway, the union became encouraged and 
framed an ultimatum and sent it to the 
Transit officials during the first week in 
May. The company party’ met the de- 


mands. 

Not satisfied with these tern, the union 
men held a mass-meeting on the night of 
May 7 and declared a strike on all ‘Transit 
company lines. The police were powerless 
from the first to prevent the disturbances. 
The question of wages soon drifted out. of 
the fight and the union made its demand— 
recognition and the reinstatement of men 
discharged by the company during Fi er 
ferences of the early spring.

President Harris Proposes 
Plan to Regulate Appoint- 
ments and Advancement. 


PUTS MERIT ABOVE PULL. 


Deplores Present Condition, 
Which He Terms Extremely 
Humiliating. 


* 


NEED OF MEN IN SCHOOLS. 


President Graham H. Harris of the Board 
ef Education proposed to the Octayius club 
yesterday a plan for the appointment and 
advancement of teachers to remedy condi- 
tions which he termed humiliating to the 
profession. In an address given before the 
club in the Masonic Temple he suggested 
the creation of a civil service cemmission 
to have charge of examinations for teaching 
positions and to regulate the advancement 
of teachers. He suggested it as the only 
feasible method of raising the teaching ferce 
of the schools above the demoralizing prac- 
tice of resorting to influence and pull to 
secure promotion. 

“TI am firmly convinced,” he said, that 
this comes more nearly being the solution 
of the difficulty than anything I know of. 
The hideous spectacle of a man or woman of 
merit being obliged to buttonhole either 
members of the Board of Education or their 
superior educational officers is so revolting 
to many of the teachers of nobler instincts 
that they prefer to retain a subordinate po- 
ie rather than to undergo this humilia- 


Grade According to Merit. 


The commission established to regulate 
the admission and promotion of teachers, it 
Was suggested, should direct the examina- 
tions for entrance. Teachers having passed 
the examinations should be graded accord- 
ing to merit before they are known and be- 
fore the extent of their influence is shown. 
Vacancies in the schools should be filled 
then from the list in the order in which the 
Wames appear. 

“The details could be worked out under 
the direction of an able and tactful super- 
intendent, so that any charges of personal, 
influence would be obviated,” said Mr. Har- 
ris. “ Having passed an examination, teach- 
ers should not be appointed absolutely. 
Their appointment should be temporary. 
Above all, I believe in determining their 
qualifications to become teachers. Their 
ability to teach should count first. Proper 
tests could be devised to cover those con- 
Gitions. With the professional spirit per- 
Vading our corps of teachers, with their en- 
ergies directed towards creating a sentiment 
Of this kind, sooner or later these condi- 
Mons will obtain and the schools will take 
another step in the direction of advance- 
higher ideals.“

Twelve hundred United States census 
enumerators in Cook County have worked 
for two weeks on the population count.

Chairman James T. Elliott of the commit- 
tee presided, introducing Alderman Eid- 
mann as the first speaker. The Alderman 
spoke on the physical needs of the village 
and at the same time suggested how hard 
it was in a ward having so many farms 
and cabbage gardens for justice to be done 
to all taxpayers... Drainage was the first 
great desideratum, he said, and he referred 
to Alderman Zeman's recent Cauncil order 
which had been amended to include a sewer 


to the drainage canal

| First Time He Saw Site. 

John F. Eberhart told of the first time he 
saw the present site of Chicago Lawn. He 
was riding in mud knee deep to his horse 
and acting as Superintendent of Schools. 
That was in 1860, and the land through 
which he rode was then worth $2.60 to $4 
an acre. In 1873 he paid $100,000 for the 
first quarter section of land on the site of 
the town. The panic came and he could not 


‘borrow money on it, nor sell it. Soon after- 


ward he concluded to try to build a rat 
road to it, which he and his associates did 
at a cost of $4,000 a mile. This road was 
sold at cost to the Chicago, Danville and 
Vincennes system, but for two years trans- 
portation was dead. 

The depot building was the first build- 
ing in the town and was built by Mr. Eber- 
hart and Mr. Webb in 1875. Mr. Eberhart’s 
father built the first residence in 1876. 
Charles Foster built a brick house there 
in the same year, and the first child was 
born in it. F 

“It ‘cost me a lot, tod,” 
“ for I deeded one to the 
the event.“ 

He told how he had planted trees five 
times in that section, hundreds at a time; 
how he had once let a contract for twenty- 
two miles of sidewalk at $60,000; how he 
had operated a street railway at $200 a day 
loss, until he sold it to the South Side com- 
pany and got a five cent fare into the city.

| As it ts, I must direct your attention to the 
necessity of keeping silence during the de- 
. Hivery of the important speech in question. 
As, unfortunately, experience has taught me 
that a mere request of mine is not likely to 
receive much consideration at your hands, I 
have instructed Miss Repton how to deai 
with the difficulty should.it arise again. My 
instructions to her are to stop short at the 
first interruption, remain silent until the in- 
terruption ceases, and then begin ‘again. 
Should the interruption be repeated she is 
again to stop until the annoyance ceases al- 
together.” 

Miss Steer writes that the real difference 
of opinion resulting in Mr. Gilbert's ebulli- 
tion arose from quite another matter. 
“ When arranging with Mr. Gilbert for the 
production of the two plays,” she says, “a 
question which he made an imperative con- 
dition was that I should engage Miss Repton, 
who, apparentiy, is a protégée, for the part 
ef Cynisca.

be short. Estimates of the fina] yiela are 
from 278,000,000 to 206,000,000 bushels, and 
these estiniates have been carefully studied 
by a Chicago expert now in Paris who has 
just returned from a visit to the French 
wheat regions. He expresses his conviction 
that under the most favorable circumstances 
the final yield of French wheat cannét ex- 
ceed 284,000,000 bushels. 

The weather during the last few days ‘has 
been wet and bad for the crop, and too 1 
rain from now on would be disastrous. 

The annual consumption of wheat in 
France is $40,000,000 bushels, and, making 
allowance for a surplus of 27,000,000 bushels 
left over from last year’s crop, the best au- 
thorities agree that France will be obliged to 
buy foreign wheat. 

Urges American Corn. ; 

The Tempe, after reviewing the wheat out- 
look, publishes an exhaustive article writ- 
ten by Henry de Varigny, the well-known 
economist, who calls attention to the na- 
tional object lesson furnished by the Amer- 
ican corn kitchen in the agricultural section 
of the United States exhibit and erganized 
by Clark B. Carr of Galesburg, III., late 
Minister to Denmark, M. de Varigny urges 
the French government to appoint a com- 
mission to visit the United States to ascer- 
‘tain the best means of introducing corn inte 
France, especially planting it here. The 
Temps indorses M. de Varigny's conclusions 
that corn food as presented at the Amefican 
corn kitchen contains a larger proportien of 
hydro-carbonate than wheat or other grain

Corn Popular as Food. . 
M. de Varigny predicts that before long 
corn food will become as general and as pop- 
ular in France and will be attended with as 
important economical consequences as was 
the case with the introduction during the 
last century of the American potato, the 
American tomato, and American tobacco. 
The subject has already been taken up by _ 
country newspapers.

China Gives 

The Chinese news aggravated the local sit- 
wation. On its receipt, holders of stocks 
hastened to get out of them on the presump- 
tion that Londen would throw American 
railroad shares on the market on Monday, 
and thus bring about severe declines. The 
sesult was such activity in the trading as 
has not been noted in many months. The 
total sales were nearly 265,000 shares at the 
half-day session. This is in excess of the 
actual total sales of any full day this week. 

The business of the morning was largely 
4 to the railroad list. Only a few of 

the leading industrials received any atten- 
tion, but net declines were quite as numer- 
ous in that department of the market as in 
the railroad group. 

Another. disturbing consideration of the 
early trading was the general expectation 
of a poor bank statement.

There are certain waking-up sounds in 

big. cities Which are rather agreeable than 


otherwise. There is always a season in the 
year when the time to get up is ‘ when it 


begins to get light’; but now the sun is 
well up at your getting-up time, and its light 
affords no guide Whatever. But now there 
are sounds that serve as indications of the 
hour, and the right: one comes by assocta- 
tion to tell us that our getting-up hour has 
come with as much cértainty as we know 
it by the growing light. First, we begin 
unconsciously to be aware of the traffic in 
the street, the increasing number of milk 
wagons and bakers’ wagons, and so on, and 
this may be our ‘alarm clock. Or it may be 
the ashman that.tells us; he comes along at 
the same hour, reaching this point on his 
route with almost unvarying certainty.

But what- 
ever it may be, we sooner or later discover 
some sound that’ comes along: about ‘the 
time we ought to get-up, and pretty soon 
we find ourselves waking regularly with that

When I was in Berlin,“ said Mr. Light- 
sleeper, in conclusion, I learned that of 
all big cities it had’most successfully deait 
with the problem of keeping noises down to 
the minimum. . Locomotives are not allowe 
to blow their whistles inside the city limits! 
Hucksters, newsboys, and street. peddle 


are not permitted to bawl their wares. K 
wagon that makes an unnecessary rattling 
is stopped and its driver is lucky to escape 
a fine. The courts never hesitate to impose 
a pecuniary penalty on persons that make 
useless noise, and they have a wide discre- 
tion. Even piano playing is regulated in a 
city noted for its music-loving inhabitants. 
Before a cértain hour in the mérning and 
after a certain hour at night no one is at 
liberty to indulge in instrumental practice. 
Mere pounding on a piano ‘or loud todting

F there was nothing else to prove it, the 
quantity and quality of the books pub- 
lished on gardening and kindred subjects 
would show that there are some Ameri- 
cans who care for other things than mere

SMALL LABOR COMMITTEE. 
The propriety. of. referring to a small sub- 
committee ot the labor conference the for- 
mulation of the details of the agreement 
which it has been supposed both sides were 
hopeful of reaching grows more evident. 


and Wednesday between the committee of 
the Building Contractors’ council and the 
representatives of the various unions, at 
which the former explained the meaning of 
their document of April 30, while the sym- 
pathetic strike and the continuance of the 
Building Trades council were freely dis- 
cussed, the labor representatives held sev- 
eral sessions among themselves, the out- 
come of which was the presentation to the 
Building Contractors’ council on Friday 
morning of a written “ plan for the elimina- 
tion of the sympathetic strike from the 
building industry of Chicago.” 

The Contractors’ council replied that this 
plan was wholly at variance with its own 
“ declared principles,” and that it could not 


| “be considered,” adding, however, the sug- 


gestion of further conference concerning 
those “ ‘principles. ” Thereupon the labor 
representatives rejoined with a declaration 
of their belief that no settlement could be 
reached by the existing conference, com- 
posed of a committee of the Building Con- 
tractors’ council, on the one hand, meeting 
with representatives of the individual 
unions on the other, and made a request— 
similar to the original proposition of the 
Building Trades council, out of which this 
conference sprung—that n conference be 
arranged between representatives of the 
various contractors’ associations on the one 
side and the existing representatives of the 
individual unions on the other, members of 
central bodies being excluded on both sides. 


Tunis request of the labor representatives, 


which marks the present stage Of the pro- 
ceedings, is entirely logical, and no outsider 


would for a moment regret the meeting of 


such a conference. But at best the constitu- 
tion of such anew conference would consume 
a number of days, matters would again need 
to be gone info from the start, and there 


certainly appears to be no reason for hold- 


ing that the possibilities of agreement in the 
existing conference have been echausted.

Is THE "DEPARTMENT VINDICATED? 

The jury, after nearly four hours’ de- 
liberation on Friday, acquitted Officer 
Baginski for the shooting in front ot 196 
West Polk street in May of last year. This 
officer was detailed for service at and about 
the Polk Street School and was naturally 
expected to see that order prevailed in the 
street and, as he says, that there should 
be no “loafing” near by. About the hour 
of opening the afternoon session of school 
or soon afterwards he found the three 
Leos—two brothers and a: cotisin—sitting | 
on the garbage box in front of their house 
—though he was not aware that the house 
was their home. He ordered them to leave 
the garbage box and move on.” There- 
upon an altercation arose, in the course 
of which, according to the testimony, 
knives were drawn by the Italians, the 
clothing of the officer cut, and his face 
scratched, while he in turn immediately fired 
at each of the three, killing one instantly, 
wounding another so that his health is 
thereby permanently impaired, and slightly 
wounding the third. 

These being the consequences of 
the encounter, the indirect were hardly 
less serious. The children of the school 
were given a shock, the effect of which 
is not easily to be imagined, the Italians 
of the vicinity were aroused to a degree 
of frenzy from which the officer would 
hardly have escaped alive save for the 
timely arrival of another policeman, and 
the neighborhood was subjected to an ex- 
hibition of violence such as it had never 
before witnessed, while the very instru- 
mentalities of the law seemed in the minds 
of the people to have been perverted to 
the work of destruction. A fund was sub- 
sequently raised to promote what the 
Italians believed to be the righteous prose- 
cution of the officer, an opposing fund was 
started in his behalf among his own na- 
tionality as well as among the police force, 
and the trial itself consumed a week or ten

Soldiers are taught carefully that dangers 
lurk in the drinking of polluted water and 
that it should be ayoided at every sacrifice. 
Yet, when the soldiers in south Africa suf- 
fered from thirst the educated and unedu- 
cated alike obeyed the common and irresist- 
ible impulse which drove them to drink the 
poison and a little later laid them low with 


Thirst, says the Hospital, is not a 8 
desire of the lips or a mere craving of the 
stomach. It is a want arising in every cor- 
ner of the organism from every tissue that 
is being deprived of some of the water which 
is an essential element to its normal condi- 
tion. Hence pebble sucking and spice eat- 
ing, and so on, merely relieve the dryness 
of the mouth, but do not relieve real thirst, 
which can only be prevented by water. The 
problem, then, is how to best prevent undue 
loss of water from the system. The two 
great things which people can do to pre- 
vent thirst are not to take alcohol and to 
avoid endeavoring by constant sipping to 
relieve the moderate degree of thirst which 

of necessity accompanies the natural 
processes by which excessive and wasteful 
loss of water from the system is prevented. 5

THE ANARCHY IN CHINA... 

4 spite of the vagueness of the news from 
China, it is apparent that the situation is 
daily growing more serious. It is not well 
to accept fully all the dispatches that come 
from the treaty ports, especially from 
Shanghai, but there is no longer any doubt 
that the position of all foreigners in Peking 
is one of peril. Telegraphic and railway 
‘communications with the outside world 
have been totally severed by the rioters, 
and it is not likely any accurate news from 
Peking can be obtained unfil the relieving 
force of marines has reached the city and 
created some change in the situation. The 
Hongkong dispatch stating that the Peking 
legations have been destroyed and that the 
German Minister has been killed should not 


be fully credited until it is confirmed. Such 


events, however, are altogether likely. 


There appears to be no further doubt that 


the Japanese Chancellor of legation was 
niurdered at Peking. | 
At Tien Tsin, the head of navigation on 


the way to Peking, the Boxers seem to be 


creating fresh havoc. They are reported 
to have burned the eastern part of the city, 


with three English and American chapels | 


and many foreign residences. If there is 
any truth in the report that they have 
burned the Chinese officials of the city at 
the stake, it is a confirmation of the im- 
prisoned Emperor’s belief that the present 
disturbances are quite as much in the 
nature of civil war as of hostility to for- 
eigners. The whole empire is in a state of 
ferment, and there have been acts of yio- 
lence in the Yang-tse Valley and as far 
south as Canton. If the worst rumors con- 
cerning Peking turn out to be true, there is 
not likely to be much hesitation on the 
part of the European powers about sending 
large bodies of troops to allay the anarchy. 
The imperial authorities are said to have 
granted permission for 1,200 marines to 
enter Peking, but if a larger force is needed 
it will be sent without asking permission. 
In order to keep the Chinese situation in 
a fair perspective it is necessary always to 
have in mind the important fact that the 
Chinese epithet of foreign devils is often 
applied to the Manchu dynasty itself as 
well as to Europeans. This has’ been in- 
creasingly true since the coup d'état of the 


.Dowager Empress has enabled her to usurp 


the imperial power again. How great a 
part this hostility to the corrupt Manchu 
clique at Peking will play in the whole affair 
it is still impossible to say, but it seems cer- 
tain that it can at any moment complicate 
the issue. Whether the Dowager Empress 
is trying to turn all this domestic bitter- 


ness into other channels by encouraging the 


free killing of Europeans and Americans 
is not yet known, but if this is her game she 
is playing with edged tools.

poor in the land of thy habitation; therefore I command thee to open thy 
hand to the needy brother that liveth in the land.” Thank God, that pre- 
cept is not ignored. There are angels of charity all around us, doing the 
blessed offices of charity in the huts and hovels of the poor, by the bedside 


of the sick, consoling the afflicted, ministering to the forlorn and the 
weary hearted, giving shelter to the friendless, and tenderly nourishing 


the orphan and the foundling. | |

Charity frauds are so numerous that 
several agencies exist for no other purpose than warning him (for annual 
consideration) against them, His office is visited almost daily by well- 
dressed people soliciting subscriptions to apparently deserving charities, 
and exhibiting the well-kpown signatures of those who have already sub- 
scribed. He knows frem experience that the chances of fraud and sincer- 


ity are about equal. He also knows that those who are not absolute 


fratids may be semi-frauds—that is, professional solicitors, who get from 
25 to 50 per cent of any subscriptions they may make. | 
It seems to me, therefore, that the first thing all charitable workers 


and institutions should do, it they have not already done it, is to place 


their solicitations before the public in such form that no hesitation shall 
be felt by the men who are too busy to investigate. Subscriptions by check 
only, payable to reputable citizens as asurers, will usually be enough 
it the Treasurers will perform the duties themselves, and not allow the 
use of their names by others. A busy man cannot be blamed for refusing 
to investigate on the ground that those in charge of any deserving work 
of charity should render any investigation on his part unnecessary. 
With regard to personal solicitations one cannot be too careful. It is 


easy to give a small sum and calm one’s conscience, but it is not right. In 


most cases it is a positive injury to the cause of charity. A good rule is 


never to give without satisfactory evidence that the case is a deserving 
one, and then to give not a trifle but substantial help. | 
No one need lack opportunity to give liberally in Chicago. With our 
numerous hospitals, Associated Charities, Hull House, Chicago Com- 
mons, and many other charities in the hands of efficient, self-sacrificing men

established by the law of the nation a systematic work for the regeneration 
of convicts. I know, of course, that something like this is done in the United 
States, but in Switzerland the work is thorough, persistent, and effective. 
A man is arrested charged with some crime. The persons appointed by 
the state for the work take hold of the man's case from the time of the 
arrest. His antecedents are looked up; a study is made of the conditions of 
his former surroundings and of his family life.. The endeavor is to find what 
it was that led him to crime. This learned, the work of reclaiming is the 
easier. If the man be convicted he is constantly visited in prison. The 
visits are in no way perfunctory. They have for their object cheer, con- 
solation, feilowship, and the inducing of the prisoner to reassert his man- 
hood. This work is, I am told, eminently successful, and it certainly is a

By 1878 the output of the United Kingdom was still considerably greater 
than the combined production of the United States and Germany, the out- 
put of these three countries forming 45, 20, and 18 per cent of the world's 


production, respectively. The next half-decennial period witnessed a re- 


markable increase in the American production and a corresponding relative 
decrease in that of Great Britain, the proportion of these countries being 
36, 28, and 17 per cent, respectively. This increase was maintained during 
the present decade, and in 1896 the output of Great Britain and Ireland was 
only 34 per cent, that of the United States already 30 per cent, and that of 
‘Germany 19.2 per cent of the coal production of the world. 

These statistics clearly show that the United Kingdom is rapidly los- 
ing its former preéminence as a coal-producing power, and that while its 
production is increasing rapidly i ts absolute increase is less than that of the’ 
United States, and its relative or proportional increase considerably less 
than that of either the United States or Germany. i 

The countries in the second order of coal production are Austria-Hun 


gary, France, and Belgium. These countries produced in 1896 82,200,000

This is considerably less than the price in 
the United Kingdom, Russia, Sweden, Germany,, Belgium, France, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, Japan, or any of the British colonies, although for British 
India a smaller price is given per ton. The price in the United States, 
moreover, shows a rapid decline from 1883 to 1897.

Kingdom, the price in the United States being thus 10d greater; whereas 
by 1897 the price in the United States had sunk to 4s 744d, while that 4 
British coal had risen to 58 11d, the United States coal being now cheaper 
There has been no corresponding movement between the prices in theses 
two countries, the fluctuations in the prices in the United States corre- 
sponding to no appreciable extent with those in the United Kingdom, this 
being due, of cou?se, to the limited extent to which the coals of these two 
countries compete. The prices in the United Kingdom fell until 1887, and 
then rose until 1890, falling again. until 1896, since which time they have 
again risen rapidly. The prices of the British coal are important as regue ~~ 
lators of the prices of coal throughout Europe, the United Kingdom being 
by far the chief exporter of this article. . 

Coal is the main source of industrial power, and in proportion to tg 
difficulty and cost of transportation those nations are relatively favored — 
which have the largest and cheapest supplies of fuel. The industrial suptem- 
acy of England has been due in great measure to its cheap coal, and its future 
will in all probability depend upon the continuance of a large and cheap 


This dependence of national and industrial suprematy upon cheap coal’. 


supplies is due to the fact of the greater relative cost of transportation 


for coal than for other prodacts. It is because, as a rule, it is cheaper to 


transport the other raw materials or the finished product than to transport 


the coal used; that the great manufacturing districgs are in places near on 
accessible to coal; and that the countries which possess great coal fields ars 
those which tend most rapidly to progress. A wonderful prosperity and a

For three or four years the exportation of 
American horses into Belgium has largely 
‘-jnereased, and the Belgian breeders have 
been much alarmed at times at seeing 500 to 
700 smart looking American horses arriving 
weekly. The shipments are direct to Ant- 
werp, whence they are distributed to other 
Belgian markets. The German shipments 
go to Hamburg. The Germans, who hitherto 


have been purchasing Belgian draft horses, 


find the American horses just as good and a 
little cheaper and are buying them largely. 


‘There was an attempt to secure legislation 


in. Belgium levying a prohibitive duty on 
American horses, but it failed. Consequent- 
ly the sales of American animals in Antwerp 
are still well attended. 

The United Kingdom takes about one-half 
the horses exported, while Germany, Bel- 
gium, and Canada take three-fourths of the 
rest. Formerly there were heavy exports 


to Paris, but in 1898 the French government 


enacted a revenue law taxing American 
horses $40 a head, which, of re been 
practically prohibitive.

The 
American government,. too, s buyers on 
the watch here for heavy artillery horses, 
and representatives of the big express com- 
panies, breweries, packing-houses, and other

Range horses from Wyoming and other 
Western States have lately begome a feature 


| of foreign’ shipments. A recent consign- 


ment was sold in London at $55 a head. 
These range horses represented a double 
cross of Percheron sireg on the native 
broncho, and were animals of symmetrical 
proportions, averaging about 1,100 pounds 
each. Such horses are often received here 
in lots of 1,200 or more. bs 

For roadsters the demand abroad equals 
that for home use. Singly and in pairs some 
of the finest specimens of horseflesh of this 
type in the world have passed under the auc- 
tioneer’s hammer in this market. Joe 
Patchen (2: 01%) sold here in 1897 for $15,000. 
Cobs, or general family utility horses, are 
but little exported, as they find a ready sale 
in American markets. The coach type of 
horse, similar to the cob, but héavier and 
more rangy belongs also to the class in 
which the home demand exceeds the supply. 
Saddlers are in constant demand at home for 


private use, besides which the government

SOME RECORD-BREAKING. 

All in all, it may be noted that the horses 
bought and sold in the Chicago market 
range from beautiful matched pairs to high- 
acting cobs and superb saddlers; from high- 
priced speedmakers, four-in-hand and tan- 
dem teams, to heavy drafts, trammers, gen- 
eral purpose horses, rangers, streeters, plugs 
and scrubs. The banner year in the market's 
history was 1898, when 118,754 horses were 


‘received, representing a total cash valua- 


tion of $8,315,000. A record-breaking day 
was June 13, 1898, when 1,608 horses were 
received. The record-breaking week was 


that ending March 30, 1895, when horse re- 


celpts were 4,369 head. March, 1897, was the 
redord-breaking month. 17,782 head being 
the total passing through the market. The 


grand total of horses received in . 


three years is 1,324,646.

Nothing remains of this old trail to the Des- 


in the Seventeenth Ward. For years the 
historians left a gap of a little more than 100 
years.. They could tell nothing of Chicago 
for the century lying between the visits of 
Marquette, 1678-’ to the coming of the 
Black Dominican, Jean ‘Baptiste Point de 
Saible, 1776. When they had concludéd that 
it took other white men @ century to follow 
the footsteps of the Jesuit. They aceidentally 
discovered references in writings preserved 
in the Jesuit archives in Canada of a French 
fort and garrison being established in Chi- 
cago in 1730. 
This fort ig called Durantye’s fort. because 
the only commandant of whom any mention 
is found is Durantye, a French officer. The 
spot where thie fort was established is on the 
west side of the river where Indiana street, 
or Grand avenue, crosses it. The West ap- 
proach to the Indiana street bridge is on the 
spot. The purpose of this fort was to afford 
a shelter and a resting place as well as a har- 
whe in times of Indian troubles for the French 
traders who came on the heels of Marquette 
into the country of the Illinois. Secretary 
Evans of the Chicago Historical society re- 
lates that this fact was discovered by the 


notary at Chicago at that date. In search- 
ing to learn why a notary was then the 
meager account of Durantye's fort and gar- 


rison was brought to light. How much more 
of history was made hereabout by the daring 
French voyageurs is a matter of conjecture.

HINGTON, D. c., June 15.—The 
selection of nominees for Vice Presi- 
dent is substantially the only thing 
about which there is any uncer- 
- tainty in connection with both the 
approaching Republican and Democratic Na- 
tional conventions. Each party is practical- 
ly unanimous in its preference for the head 
of its ticket and the ingredients of its plat- 
form. This has never happened before with 
both parties at once, Accordingly the situa~ 
tion this year gives an unexampled oppor- 
tunity for the exercise of unusual care and 
deliberation in the choice of Vice Presi- 
dential nominees, and under these circum- 
stances it seems to be the desire of each 
party to nominate a Vice Presidential candi- 
Gate who shall be fit to perform the duties 
of President if need be. 

With the enormously increased cares and 
responsibilities resting upon a President of 
the United States, now infinitely greater 
than when the republic was young and small, 
and sufficient to break down the health apd 
strength of the strongest man. it seems 
especially necessary now to minimize as far 
as can be the chance of “a weak brother” 
being called upon to step up from the sec- 
ond to the first place in consequence of any 
tragic acdident or calamity to the occupant 
of the first.

So now, under the pecullarly favor- 
able conditions that attend the nominating 
convention of the two feading parties this 
year, though the system is entirely changed, 
the country hopes to see only men of the 
first quality nominated for second place by

Little Known Facts. 


It will be noted how frequently New York 
has furnished the Vice Presidential candi- 
date df the old Republican and modern Re- 

There have been many other Vice Presi- 
dential candidates, nominees of national 
conventions; who received popular votes, but 
they received no electoral votes and cut no 
figure in the electoral counts. Among these 
have been candidates of the Greenback, 
Prohibitionist, United Labor, Socialist-La- 
bor, Woman Suffrage, and other parties. 

The Vice Presidents who afterwards be- 
came Presidents by election were Adams, 
Jefferson, and Van Buren. | 

The Vice Presidents who were at one tim 
or another candidates and nominees for 
„President were Adams, George Clinton, 
Thomas Jefferson, Aaron Burr, Van Buren, 
Millard Fillmore, and John C. Breckinridge. 

The Vice Presidents who were promoted 
to the Presidency by the death of Presidents 
were John Tyler, Millard Fillmore, Andrew 
Johnson, and Chester A. Arthur. ) 

The Vice Presidents who died in office were 
George Clinton, Elbridge Gerry, William R. 
King, Henry Wilson, Thomas A. Hendricks, 
and Garret A. Hobart. f 

In 1837, after counting the electoral votes 
in the House of Representatives, it was 
found that nobody had a majority for Vice 
President. Richard M. Johnson and Francis 
Granger were the two highest on the list. 
Accordingly, it devolved upon the Senate to 
make a choice,between them, and Jahnsen 
was chosen by a vote of 33 to 16. This was 
the only occasion in our political) hist 
when the choice of Vice President devolvi 
upon the Senate. : | 

The great scattering of Electoral votes in 
the count of 1873 was occasioned by the dis- 
integration of the opposition to t and 
Wilson, due to defeat at the polis and the 
death of Horace Greeley between election 
day and the meeting of the Electors. The 
scattering votes were cast chiefly for com- 
plimentary reasons. 

Betrayed His Trust. 

The only instance on record in which a 
Presidential Elector betrayed the trust im- 
posed upon him by voting for the opponent of 
the candidate he was pledged to support oc- 
curred in the Adams-Jefferson contest in 
1796. The popular vote in Pennsylvania was 
close, and though the Republicans hdd the 
largest vote in the main, two Federalist 
Electors slipped in. In the Elettoral College 
one of these, pledged to Adams and Pinck- 
ney, cast his votes for Jefferson and Pinck- 
ney. His name was Samuel Miles. It was. 
then that the dictum Was established that 
an Elector is chosen to act, not to think or 
exercise his judgment. 

As early as 1796 the second on the 
ticket was regarded as of vast! ferior im 
portance to the first. Im the debates in 
Congress in 1808 on the subject of the twelfth 
amendment to the constitution, providing 
for separate voting for President and Vice 
President, the chief objection urged to the 
change from the original method was that 
it would degrade the office at some time or 
another by inviting the nomination of men 
who would never be thought of for Presi- 
dent, and that it would result in putting 
second-rate men in the Presidency whenever 
& vacancy occurred. Roger. Griswold of 
Connecticut declared that the Vice Presi-

LIQUOR IN PLENTY. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., June 16.— The 
amendment to the anti-canteen bill, 
making it an offense against law 
to vend intoxicating beverages on 
„any premises used or owned by 
the United States bears promise of thirst 
for many a bibulous Senator and Repre- 
sentative, inasmuch as, 
in this shape, it will exclude liqu : 
Capitol. Unfortunately for those interested 
in the reform, however, the halls of the 
national legislative assembly, though occa- 
sionally purified in this respect, never re- 
main dry for any great length of time. 
In what are called the good old days — | 
the days when Webster, Calhoun, and other 
legislative giants made the forum ring with 
their eloquence~statesmen drank as a mat- 
ter of course, some of them pretty hard, and 
nobody thought the worse of them for it. 
It was the fashion then for gentlemen to 
absorb an amount of liquor that would be 
considered decidedly unbecoming at the 
present time, and brandy or whisky in stiff 
dosés furnished the inspiration for many a 
brilliant speech in Senate and House. If, in 
that classic epoch, any one suggested the 
idea of excluding spirituous. refreshments 
from the Capitol a howl of indignant ob- 
jurgation ee ore conveyed reproof to 
tinen ormer.

When the century was 
wn Senators applied customarily for 


thetr toddies at the so-called Hole-in-the- 
Wall—a small circular room just off the post- 
office of the Upper House. The latter body, 
as will be remembered, then occupied what 
is now the chamber of the Supreme Court 
and the postoffice was across the main eor- 
ridor of the building on the same floor. 
When a wearer of the toga found himself 
in need of a snifter he had only to cross 
over to the mails department and pass 
through it to the little circular room afore- 
said, which was about the size of a pantry. 

The privacy was absolute, only Senators 
being admitted to the sacred precincts, and 
the amount of good stuff consumed in 
that hallowed retreat is said to have been 
enormous. The immortal Daniel, Henry 
Clay, and Little Giant Douglas clinked many 
a glass and swapped many a story there. 
Brandy there was for those who preferred 
it, but the favorite beverage was a rare old 
whisky—such a whisky as degenerate mod- 
erns know not—and the price of it was 10 
cents. Only a dime were the grave and 
reverend legislators of those days obliged to | 
pay for a dose of fluid encouragement. 

Famous Resort. 

The Hole-in-the-Wall was the first Sen- 
ate restaurant, and the bill of fare for edi- 
bles was short, though tothe point.

in getting from point to point. | 
In the days of gravel and cinder ballast } 
the roadbeds had become smooth and solid 
highways that were pleasant and easy fof 
pedestrians, amd the railroads were the pop- 
ular routes not only for the professional 
tramp in his wanderings, but for mechanics, 
who found the railroad tracks convenient 
short cuts between their working places 
and their homes, and for farmers living 
near towns, who chose the hard roadbeds 
not only as nearer routes but much more 
to their liking than the muddy, rough, or 
dusty wagon roads for their trading trips, 
where the use of a wagon was not required. 
No matter how many of these pedestri- 
ans, whether tramps or others, might be 
run down by rushing and confusing rall- 
way trains, and such fatalities were alarm- 
ingly frequent, the ever-threatening dan- 
gers of the track wére as nothing compared 
with its convenience and comfort, and pe- 
destrianism of this kind not only was not 
scared off, but it actually increased. Strin-

The dump- 
ing along the railroad tracks of ‘rough and 
ragged bits of stone has changed them from 
smooth highways to jagged paths that cut 
the boots and hurt the feet, and make the 
course of the walker not only difficult and 
slow but exceedingly painful.
